OF THE STREETS 


STREET 
COMMISSIONER 
TELLS 


OF REPAIRS 


THAT ARE NEEDED AT ONCE 


Alto Makes Suggestions 
Regarding 


Stone-Crusher and Certain Defec- 


tive Culverts—Talks on Weeds. 
Street Commissioner James Sennett 


last evening favored the council with 
a careful survey of the existing condi- 
tion of the various streets and bridges 


• of the city. What he has to say re- 


garding the weeds on. vacant lots and 
in the streets, the dumping of grave 
in gutters, bridge repairs needed, and 
defective culverts, is particularly per- 
tinent and interesting. The report in 


. full is as. follows: 
1 To the Mayor and Common Council 


of the City'of Janesville: 


Gentlemen: 
In looking over and 


ulong the streets of our city I find that 
a great many of them need 
repair- 


' ing. I also find that the -macadamized 
streets are in good condition. 
This 


shows that 
when 
we make 
new 


streets, so far as possible, they should 
be made by macadamizing them 'ex- 
cept on the main business 
streets, 


' where brick. should be used. 
' 
_ , 


The gutters . along 
many of 
the 


streets are in very poor 
condition. 


This is due to the large amount of 
Ki-avel dumped in them for the pur- 
Dose of building cement 
walks. 
I 


would suggest to remedy this defect 
that an order be passed forbidding tne 
clumping of gravel for this purpose in 
-the gutters and that cement walk con- 
tractors or other be required lo dump 
: their gravel at least three' feet from 
"'the gutters. If this is done 
it 
will 


leave the cutters open and clean for 
the water of the heavy rains to'run 
In. A further damage is done by per- 
mitting the gravel to be dumped in 
the glitters, namely, it .stops the" gut- 
ters and causes the 
wat,er to flow 


around them into the street, thereby 
oftentimes cutting into the -middle of 
the street and washing.'badly in some 
places. 
The tile driveways in a great many 


places have 
helped to 
cause 
this 


trouble. They are too small to carry 
the water of the heavy rains and they 
.become filled up and in that way the 
gutters are obstructed. 
I would rec- 


ommend that so far as it can be done 
that these tile 
driveways 
be done 


away with and in v their place that 
,brick and cement driveways be con- 
structed. 


Culvert Too Small. 


The tile culvert of the Chicago & 


North Western Railway Company, lo- 
cated at the intersection of West Mil- 
.'•waukee and Pleasant streets is too 
•email to carry the water which it Is 
'expected to carry off.' This culvert 
.becomes 'filled and the water flows 
-.-back from the tiling running from the 


yard; west on Milwaukee street and 
the water lodges 
in 
front 
of the 


-'Fountain House 
and 
the 
Madison 


'House and soaks into the cellars of 
•',these places. - This 'h'as caused' a good 
•deal of inconvenience1-and should be 
"remedied. 
I would 
suggest that a 


..'catch-basin be put iirfit the Fountain 
''House and this catch-basin . be con- 
. 'iiected by .tiling, with the new sewer 
-.'on Pleasant street if that sewer is 
:' large .enough to- carry the water. This 


may not be a practical suggestion but 
our engineer could be asked to pass 
upon It. If it is -practical it would do 
away with all the surplus water which 
now accumulates after heavy 
rains 


and stands on West Milwaukee street 
in .front of the places 
named.. At 


least • some plan should be made to 
dispose of this water and drain this 
street properly. 
Center Ave. Gutters. 


The gutters on Center Ave. are too 


small to convey the large amount of 
water which 
is expected 
to 
pass 


along them south to Western < Ave. 
As it is, when we have heavy rains 
the gutters overflow and the water 
runs in tho middle of the street over 
to the John Bray "building on the cor- 
ner of Center and. Western avenues. 
It Is my opinion that the "tiling along 
Center avenue should be removed and 
open gutters, constructed wide enough 
to carry the water. If the change I 
have suggested was made it would be 
a large saving to the ward funds. It 
would save the washing, in the street 
and the expense of repairing and It 
would save the expense of cleaning 
the tile gutters which is a consider- 
able amount. 


Cleaning Gutters. 


It seems to me that the cheapest 


way to clean tho. gutters would be to 
use the grader for that purpose on 
streets except those that are macada- 
mized. 
Of course near 
the aprons 


and like places the cleaning will have 
to be done by hand. ' I would suggest 


' that instead of 'the refuse being haul- 


ed to some far away dumping ground 
that it be graded and leveled on the 
streets. A large part of the expense 
of cleaning the streets 'comes from 
the long haul that must be made in 
hauling away the soil from the gut- 
ters that could.be leveled and graded 
on the. streets without 
any damage 


whatever to the street. • 


Street Sweeper, 


I am not in favor of a city street, 


sweeper. Even if we had one it -would 
be necessary to clean the gutters of 
the business streets by hand, owing 
to the number of electric 
company 


poles in the gutters and as for ma- 
cadamized streets, it is only necessary

the season as the heavy rains' keep 
the center of the streets clean. 


Stone Crusher Plant, 


I find that it is impossible to get 


crushed stone as cheap at the present 
time as when the plant was first con- 
structed. 
This is owing in a 
large 


measure to the long distance we are 
obliged to draw the stone before it is 
dumped into the crusher. 
The dis- 


tance from any of the tracks where 
the stone is loaded into the cars is 
about 350 feet. The distance used .to 
be'from 50 to 100 feet and did not 
require so much l;elp and besides at 
that time the crusher was new and 
would take the stone as fast 
as it 


would be dumped into it. At the pres- 
ent time the concaves are worn so 
smooth that the stone slips around in 
the mouth of the crusher .and it re- 
quires very much more . work for the 
man feeding it to force the stone 
through it. Besides that the cost'of 
stripping the quarry to gee the stone 
is very much greater than it used to 
be, as the depth of the covering !pf 
the quarry is from one to three feet 
more. 


Weeds and Grass. 
• 


In my inspections of the streets: of 


the city I find that where there are va- 
cant lots and narrow sidewalks grass 
and weeds have grown very high, so 
much so as to Interfere 
with travel 


where after heavy rains and dew. when 
people passing along the streets will 
get their feet and clothes wet. This 
should be remdied and the weeds in 
the', gutters on 
all the 
streets, it 


seems, to me, ought to be cleaned but 
and the grass cut where it'is neces- 
'sary to do so. 


Regarding'the Bridges. 


I find that our bridges, are in fairly 


good condition, though some of them 
need repair. The Spring Brook bridge, 
while not in a 
dangerous 
condition 


should bo repaired as soon as pos- 
sible. Some new piling and caps are 
needed 
for 
the 
repairing 
of this 


bridge. The stringers are good;'; The 
piling that had t.he bark left on are 
badly decayed. 
The 
Monterey, and 


Jackson street bridges need'new deck- 
ing as the planks ;in some places are 
worn almost through.. 
It is :neces- 


sary to deck the Monterey bridge as 
soon as possible. 
The South Vista 


avenue bridge ;.also needs 
consider 


able repairs.. .

The contractors'of cement 
walks 


should be required to draw away all 
the old concrete, 
cement 
and 
old 


boards and to clean .up the gutters 
and leave 
no 
obstructions 
in the 


streets 
anywhere

LAST EVENING. 


MANY IMPORTANT MATTERS

agination could offer the suggestion. 
To 'carry .It out would be as easy as 
to d.fink up'all the streams, to breathe 
up <aU the air. 


"The 
depositors 
in 
commercial 


banks, we remember are also iu large 
parj.; borrowers., .They agree to leave 
tender cent or twenty per cent to 
their 
credit 
against 
their 
loans. 


When they 
draw 
their funds they 


must pay their debts. 
In 
savings 


banks, the. loans are as a rule sub- 
ject* to early call. A demand' for de- 
posits would fall at once on the bor- 
rowers, Who perhaps have been gath- 
ering dii their funds to wipe off their 
mortgages. No sharp line divides the 
debtors and creditors. A run on all 
deposits would call for the liquidation 
of an debts. . 


"If it were possible to draw out all 


the money in all the banks, what 
could be done with 
it?- You have 


seen excited people before- a single 
institution; 
One gets, hfs cash, hesi- 


tates, goes home.. hides it away, re- 
turns and wants .lo put it back. Or 
a thief waylays him, or a promoter 
captures him.'or he .falls into riotous 
living. 
On..a, wholesale 
scale, the 


scheme would .mean-'-anarchy, -ruin, 
not for speculators only, but for ev- 
ery industry and every .interest. 


"The structure, overthrown. ., how- 


ever would not bo the currency; 
it 


would be credit in every branch:- it 
would be production 
of which 
the 


currency' 
is an 
instrument, 
Mr. 


Lawson may be a Sampson, and 'the 
system' may be a Gaza, and the pil- 
lars"': of its gates 
under his hands. 


But the financial heavens 
are far 


above his reach; they will not fall at 
his .back to let him pick up quail. 


"However doughty he may be, and 


however his battles may rage, he can 
no more affect the currency than he 
can the planet Jupiter."

value iu proportion to the investment, 
and uo one is defrauded.

as Sweden had right to rule Norway 
or dictate to it in its local matters. 
Norway have suffered under this for 
many years, but do not intend to 
continue. 
Of course Norway do not 


want a war; it only claims its right 
according to the fundamental law. We 
do not hope neither that Sweden will 
proclaim the war, but sure we can 
never be, as it was very near that'they 
had done It in 1S95, at least was prep- 
arations made. It would be the worst 
thing that could happen both lands, 
and would .be .a chance that Russia 
would like; and we hope the Swedish 
will have enough of good sense to 
avoid such a thing to happen."

SPECIAL ENVOYS 


Powers. Will Be Asked to 


Recognize Independence 


of the Country, 


INTERESTS'OF PEOPLE DIFFER 


Seceding State Claims That the Break 


With Sweden Came About Over Ec- 
onomic Matters, the Consular Serv- 
ice Being Entirely Inadequate. 


•Christiauia, June 13.—Norway Tvill 


at once send a special envoy to the 
great, powers'to seek their f recognition 
of the Independence of tiie country. 
Former President Loveland of the Nor- 
we'gian cabinet of state at Stockholm, 
Is authority for the' statement. 
He 


•will be inducted into his-new office as 
foreign minister Thursday and'will 
then' name the special envoy. 


Regarding the probable difficulties 


to be encountered, Mr. Loveland de- 
clined to express an opinion, but he 
said that the envoy would convey the 
best wishes of Norway to the powers 
and would' go to them with the high- 
est hope as to the successful result 
of his mission. 


"When our case is presented to the 


powers," said Mr. Loveland, "it will be 


• seen that It is not one of antagonism 


to the principle of monarchies nor to 
a single monarchy. Norway has been 
a kingdom for many centuries and is 
proud of that fact. The dissolution ol' 
the union was purely on constitutional 
grounds. 


"Our constitution existed prior -to 


the union 'with Sweden, and when 
there came a conflict between the two 
peoples Norway chose to retain her 
constitution. 


Split on Consular Service. 


"Our difference with Sweden Is. in 


the first place, of an economic charac- 
ter. 
Our commercial interests, and 


our entire economic policy differ from 
those of Sweden. While the diplomat- 
ic and consular services were based 
on the Ideas governing the union of 
the two countries, they worked to the 
profit of Sweden rather than to that of 
Norway. 


"Norway's 
merchant 
marine now 


ranks fourth among the nations and 
Norway no longer can afford to nego- 
tiate with foreign powers through 
Stockholm. The union, however, was 
•dissolved only when the conflict be- 
came a question of our sovereignty./ 


"We hope the powers will make no 


mistake regarding our action. 
We 


have never tried to create danger for 
Sweden-and'will-never seek to make 
difficulties for our gister cour.try. We 
are-'acting for the benefit or 'the com- 
mon interests of each .other and for 
our common safety in the face ol1 for- 
eign danger. 
• 


•Norway Ready to Fight. 


"The action taken by the storthing 


!s -irrevocable and the powers should 
realize the fact that Norway will ficht 
before this action Is reconsidered. The 
•question of peace -rests with Sweden, 
but. the early recognition of our inde- 
pendence will be of Interest to the 
powers as well as to ourselves. 
j 


"Immediately upon the dissolution 


of the union Norway Informed Sweden 
of its willingness to open diplomatic 
relations, but we are jealous of our in- 
dependence -and of our future and will 
avoid- all alliances and will not sub;ect 
ourselves to the influence of any great 
power," 


Mr. Loveland said he thought that 


Norwegian interests would not suffer 
during the Interim in which the coun- 
try would not be represented abroad. 
Fortunately, he said, Norway's biggest 
trade was with Great Britain,' Ger, 
many,'the United States and'France,, 
where for a short period consuls were 
not Indispensable. 


United States Favors Norway. 


Washington, ' June 
13.—Minister 


Grip, the' plenipotentiary from Sweden 
and Norway, called at the state de- 
partment to take leave of the officials 
before starting on a vacation trip to 
Norway. 
It 
is 
considered doubtful 


whether he will return'even to present; 
his letters of recall. 


He is a Norwegian and will retire 


from the diplomatic service, which will 
become entirely Swedish as soon as 
Norway can arrange for a diplomatic 
service of her own. Mr. Grip has as 
yet received no official notice of the 
dissolution of the tie that bound the 
two kingdoms together. 
He expects 


to hear nothing until he reaches Nor- 
way. 


The minister h-s not idei-.tified him- 


self with tho separation'party, but his 
friends understand that if the resolu- 
tion of separation is permitted to stand 
he will cast his lot with'his native 
country and leave the service cl the 
Swedish king. 


There will be no difficulty in Nor- 


way getting recognition at Washing- 
ton, as President 
Roosevelt treats 


questions of that kind <is one of fact 
and not of either right or propriety.
